Cedar Keys is about one hundred 
miles southwest of Jacksonville. The 
hurricane, which had been churning 
the waters of the Gulf, first struck 
this place, a village of 1500 inhabitants. 
The only report which has come con- 
cerning Cedar Keys is that the town 
has been swept away and many lives 
have been lost. This report was from 
Gainesville, which is fifty miles away. 
Nobody has been able to get any re- 
liable news from Cedar Keys. North- 
easterly the storm struck Willistown, a 
small town where eleven houses were 
blown down, one person killed and 
several so badly injured that it is 


the wires hopelessly entangled. Scores 
of families are homeless and many are 
anxiously seeking to ascertain the 
whereabouts and safety of friends, or 
are making tearful search for the 
bodies of those who they know have 
perished. It is the worst catastrophe 
that Staunton has ever expertenced in

PENNSYLVANIA. 


Wind and Rain at Pittsburgh—Com.- 
munication Cat Off. 


The storm ‘outside the city was 
scarcely less severe, and of course the 
destruction of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road bridge across the Susquehanna at 
Columbia overshadowed all else in rel- 
ative importance. The bridge, which 
comprised twenty-seven spans, was 
completely demolished. It was insured 
for $300,000, and everything was carried 
away except the stone piers, the single 
iron span and one of the shore spans. 
The bridge proper was crushed to 
splinters. It was lifted bodily off the 
piers and deposited just above in the 
water, a portion resting on the pliers. 
Not a timber was left standing. It is 
settled now that there was no loss of 
life, as search of the bridge has failed 
to reveal the bodies of two men who, it 
was feared, were on the bridge when 
it was swept away by the hurricane. 

The fierceness of the storm at Colum- 
bia is illustrated by the fact that the 
timbers of a bridge were carried as

LATER:—The damage caused by the 
cycione in this section is greater 
than supposed.

Trees are reported blown across the 
wires in different locations and groups 
of poles were broken off and wires 
strewn along the ground. Between 
this city and Baltimore out of 100 
wires only five are working. South of 
Baltimore there is not a wire of any 


In New Jersey the storm was also 
severe. Trains from Western Pennsyl- 
vania were delayed. The trains due 
at 4:30, 6 and 6:30 o’clock were from 
five to eight hours late. The railway 
officials say they have heard of no 
destruction. Pennsylvania wires are 
down west and south. 

JOHNSTOWN FLOODED. 

JOHNSTOWN (Pa.,) Sept. 30.—Last 
night’s heavy rain caused a rise of 1% 
feet in the Conemaugh River. The 
lower part of the city was flooded. At 
the famous stone bridge the water runs 
two feet deep on the street. Moun- 
tain streams that were never known to 
have run over their banks, did so last 
night within fifteen minutes, as the 
rainfall assumed the character of a

All families of union | 
miners living in the buildings erected | 
on the Ibex Company's ground will de 
evicted, the company paying the house- 
owners whatever the buildings are 
werth. 

The Ibex Company is receiving ap- 
Dlication for work and claims to be 
able to secure all the men needed in 
camp. The men employed in this com- 
pany’s mines did not strike, as they 
were receiving $3 a day, union scale, 
but when the strike was inaugurated 
At mines where the rate was $2.50, the 
Ibex Company discharged all its em- 
ployés. Now no union men will be em- 
ployed in the mines. It is said that 
Over three hundred members of the 

union have signed a paper declaring the 
policy of the union detrimental to their 
interest, and that.they will be bound by 
it no longer. To put a stop to the 
guerrilla warfare on the hills at night, 
it is proposed to place two flashlights 
at points from which the entire country 
around can be swept and the guerrilla 
Jocated.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 30.—The 
gteamer City of Topeka, which arrived 
from Alaska tonight, had on board Dr. 
David Starr Jordan, president of Stan- 
ford University; Prof. D’Arcy Thomp- 
son of Dundee, Scotland, and Prot. 
Frederick Laicas of the Smithsioian In- 
stitution, Washington, D. C., all mem- 
bers of the international commission 
went to Bering Sea to study the seal 
question. Of the results of the trip, 
Dr. Jordan says: 

“The commission is a large one, and 
has been able to cover every phase of 
the life and history of the fur seal, 
both on the Pribyloff Islands and on 
the seal islands of Russia and Japan. 
Every point hitherto under dispute has 
been critically investigated and set- 
tled beyond cavilr A census of all the 
rookeries has been made, and a full ex- 
amination of all influences adverse to 
the devélopment of the fur-seal herd 
made. A detailed report of the commis- 
sion will be at once sent to Washing- 
ton. 

„Wulle there is still a very large body 
of seals on the Pribyloff Islands, it is 
only a remnant of the great numbers 
existing in 1880, and the numbers are 
still - declining. For this decline the 
commissioners find but one cause—pe- 
lagic sealing, or the indiscriminate 
killing of females while feeding or 
while migrating. Three-fourths of the 
seals killed in Bering Sea are nursing 
females, As each of these is also preg- 
nant, the death of one means the star- 
vation of her pup; left on the islands 
while the mother is feeding, and also 
the death of the unborn young. Pelagic 
sealing, as an industry, is wasteful in 
the highest degree. It has already cut 
its own throat, for neither in Bering 
Bea or off the Japan coast, will the 
pelagic catch this year pay expenses. 

„The commissioners express the opin- 
jon that the way will be 
amicable, honorable and satisfactory 
settlement of the question along the 
only lines possible. There can be no 
further quibble over the facts in thé 
case, and the high character and emi- 
ment ability of the commissioners this 
year sent out by England give promise 
of just dealing with this great interest. 
For the present, the commission is as- 
signed the investigation of the facts in 
the case. Their application belongs to 
the department at Washington City.” 

The seal commission that went north 
in the United States fish-commission 
steamer Albatross in June last, was 
made up of the most distinguished 
party of men that ever undertook to 
adjust the seal difficulty. At the com- 
mission’s head was Dr. Jordar, and 


‘with him were Dr. Leonard Stejuegu of 


the Smithsonian Institution; Dr. Fred 
erick Lucas of the same institution, a 
scientist of renown, and Prof. Charles 
H. Townsend, for several years con- 
nected with the scientific service of the 
United States. The British representa- 
tive. Prof. D’Arcy Thompson of Dun- 
dee, (Scotland) University, and James 
M. Macoun, assistant naturalist of the 
Geological Survey of Canada, repre- 
sented that government. Prof. Jordan 
and Prof. Lucas left for San Francisco 
tonight.

THE UMATILLA. 


A Heavy Swell Prevents Divers from 
Examining Her. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) . 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 80.—A 
Times special from Port ‘Townsend says 
the steamship Umatilla is still resting 
easily near the lighthouse at Point Wil- 
son. A heavy swell and a brisk breeze 
today prevented the divers from mak- 
ing a thorough examination of the bot- 
tom of the vessel. The place where the 
vessel grounded and stove in her bot- 
tom is not Sea Lion Rock nor Libbey 
Rock, as has been stated, but is the 
extreme end of the rocky promontory 
extending out from Riley’s place, one 
mile from here. 

The vessel's injuries are directly un- 
der the flreroom, where several plates 
have been wrenched off. She is full of 
water astern up to the white work 
covering the tables in the dining-rooms, 
and perishable freight has been 
transferred from the steamer to this 
place. The Umatilla is in no danger 
from storms. The steamer Wilapa ar- 
rived from Alaska this afternoon with 
nearly one hundred passengers from 
Cook’s Inlet and the Yukon. 

Three men are reported missing at 
Cook’s Inlet, and are believed to be 
drowned. The men left Turnagain arm 
in a boat and went down the inlet 
prospecting. Soon after their up- 
turned boat was found close to Ladd's 
Station, with no sign of the occupants. 
The steamship Al-Ki was reported on 
the beach at Douglass City, having 
broken two blades off her propeller.

IT WAS FURIOUS. 


. NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 30.—A special 
to the Times-Democrat from Savannah, 
dated yesterday, says: The worst storm 
since that of August, 1893, if not the 
worst in the memory of those living, 
was at its height at 12:30 o’clock today. 
Business in the city was suspended 
over an hour, the storm being furious 
that length of time. No person dared 
appear on the streets. Steamers 
halted, elevators stopped running. elec- 
tric currents were shut off through 
fear, or because of breakage; windows 
and shades were blown in everywhere, 
wires hurled down, trees razed, houses 
unroofed, portions of big buildings were 
wrecked, vessels turned over in the 


river; chimneys and steeples toppled, 


and the streets were literally strewn 
with debris of every imaginable kind. 
There is the greatest apprehension 
for vessels out, and the small craft 
that are known to have been in the 
blow. Relatives : persons known to 
be at sea are frantic in their endeavor 
to receive news from them. Early in 
the storm there were reports that there 
had been loss of life in the city. The 
money loss, it is estimated, will reach 
from $600,000 to $800,000 
There was no indication at 8 o’clock 
of severe wind. At that hour the 
observer said the wind was over thirty 
miles an hour. The wind began to 
rise at 11:30 and at 12 o’clock was blow- 
ing at forty-eight miles an hour. At 
12:15 O'clock a velocity of sixty-one miles 
had been reached, and the air was 
literally filled with flying debriz. At 
that time the instruments a: the ob- 
server's office was blown out of work- 
ing order. At noon’ the barometer 
dropped to 29.20, and at 12:30 o’clock 
it was 28.95. After that further re- 
ports from it could not be secured. 
The last report the observer reccived 
from Tybee was at 11:30 o’clock. The 
wind was then blowing forty miles

The damage to shipping was great. A 
tramp steamer at the Plant system 
wharf is aground. Bark Rosenius, a 
Norwegian, was blown from its moor- 
ings and capsized. She is a total wreck. 
The Ocean Steamship Company’s 
steamer Chattahoochie pulled away 
from her moorings and got out in the 
stream, but is all right. Steamer Flora 
left at 9 o’clock with a heavy cargo for 
Brunswick. Nothing has been heard 
from her. Steamer Gov. Safford was to 
leave Beaufort for Savannah at 10 
o’clock. Grave fears are entertained 
for the vessel’s safety. She was due at 
10 o’clock. It is thought the storm was 
at that hour at its height at the island. 
Bark Hilda, owned in Savannah, left 
here last night at 11 o’clock for Bruns 
wick in tow of the tug H. M. C. Smith. 
Those interested in the vessel and the 
owners of the tug are worried. Lighter 
Joseph Souther left at 4:30 o’clock with 
bales of cotton, bound for Bruns- 
wick.

The city is 
in total darkness tonight, owing to the 
blowing down of the electrie-light 
wires.

Great Damage and Many Accidents

CHICAGO, Sept. 230.—Great damage 
to property and many accidents re- 
sulted from the furious gale on the lake 
last night. The most serious accident in 
Port Chicago occurred this morning 
when the schooner Seaman broke from 
her moorings at the foot of Randolph 
street, and, while being blown about 
by the storm, wrecked and damaged a 
number of smaller crafts.

AT THE “WINDY CITY.” 

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—This city experi- 
ened last night the heaviest wind and 
rainstorm of the season. The wind 
reached a velocity of forty-two miles an 
hour. Not since the big storm of May, 
1893, has Lake Michigan been so rough. 
The spray from the waves dashed far 
over the breakwater, and onto the 
tracks of the Illinois Central road. The 
steamer City of Milwaukee, from St. 
Joe, Mich., laden with passengers, had 
great difficulty in making the harbor, 
but finally succeeded after three at- 
tempts, though with the loss of its top- 
mast. 

The steel tug M. F. Fisher of the 
Lake Michigan Transportation Com- 
pany, which left Peshtigo yesterday 
with car ferries Nos. 1, 2 and 4, ran into 
the storm last night Below Chicago 
Harbor. She faining the 
protection of the breakWater with two 
ferries, but the third br@ke adrift and 
could not be picked up, owing to the 
big sea. She let go her anchors and is 
still out of the storm, having appar- 
ently suffered no damage. There is 
considerable danger that the railroad 
cars with which she is loaded will go 
overboard.

NEW YORK. 


The Damage Done Chiefly Confined 
to Prostration of Wires. 
NEW. YORK, Sept. 30.—Last night's 
windstorm, though furious in th's city, 
and vicinity, as elsewhere, did but lit- 
tle damage ashore, No disasters on 
the Long Island, New Jersey or New 
England coasts have been reported. 
The greatest damage is the prostration 
of telegraph and telephone wires. 
Green Point telephone exchange in 
Brooklyn caught fire from the switcl- 
board, and was destroyed, causing a 
loss of $30,000. Fireman Hickey fell 
thirty feet and was fata'ly injured. 
FIFTY MILES AN HOUR. 
| BUFFALO N. T.) Sent. 30.—Wind 
raged here at a velocity of fifty miles 
an hour this morning. Small outbuild- 
ings were blown down. The sturm 
center had passed by daybreak. High 
water prevails in the harbor, and all 
navigation proceeds with great cau- 


tion. 
ON THE HUDSON. 

NISWBURGH N. T..) Sept. 30.—Dur- 
ing the storm on the Hudson River the 
passenger propeller Redfield collided 
with the tugboat Edwin Terry off Cold 
Spring. Pilot George Hammond and 
Steward Robert Rossa of the tug 
Terry were seriously injured. 

GENERAL DEMORALIZATION. 

SYRACUSE (N. T.,) Sept. 80.—The 
severest gale ever known in this city 
raged between the hours of 3:30 and 
5:30 o’clock this morning. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth of damage was done. 
No lives are reported lost. The tele- 
phone, telegraph, street railway and 
fire alarm systems were demoralized. 
Trees were uprooted, houses were un- 
roofed, chimneys were blown over and 
chaos prevailed for a time. The Yates 
Hotel was badly damaged by a falling 
cornice, and the immense plate-glass 
windows forced outward by the suction 
of the air. Several fires are reported 
from near-by towns. ots 
WEST VIRGINIA. 
Nearly Every Business Block at 
Alexandria Damaged. 

ALEXANDRIA (W. Va.,) Sept. 30.— 
The storm relatively was more severe 
at Alexandria than at Washington. 
There were four fatalities. The dead 
are: 

W. D. STEWART, killed in bed. 

Unknown colored woman. 

TILLMAN GILES, colored, died from 
a shock. 

The First Baptist Church was demol- 
ished, the St. Elmo Baptist Church 
wrecked. and Robert Chapel, Methodist 
Episcopal, South, lost its spire.

WISCONSIN. 


A strong Wind Blows from the 
Northward at Wilwaukee. 
MILWAUKEE, Sept. 30.—Last night 
the wind reached a velocity of thirty 
miles an hour at Milwaukee, blowing 
straight from the north.

MARYLAND. 


High Wind Forces the Harbor into 
the Streets of Baltimore. 
BALTIMORE, Sept. 30.—A severe hur- 
ricane struck this city at midnight. 
Houses were unroofed, wires pros- 
trated and windows smashed. A high 
wind forced the water in the harbor 
into the streets. Almost the entire 
northern waterfront is submerged. 
Several schooners tied up at Pratt- 
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street wharf broke from their mooring 
and are resting in the middle of Pratt 
street. Lower floors of warehouses are 
flooded. The storm was accompanied 
by a heavy downpour of rain. 
SEVEN: VICTIMS. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 30.—It is reported 
at Texas, a small town in Baltimore 
county Md., that a man was killed and 
six were injured in last night’s storm, 
All regular steamers of various Ches- 
apeake Bay lines have arrived, and re- 
port terrific weather at sea. 


AT THE CAPITAL. 
Washington Gets the Worst Shak- 
ing-up it Ever Had. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The most 
generally destructive West Indian 
storm this vicinity has known in many 
years, passed over the city last night, 
leaving behind it a train of wrecked 
buildings and ruined trees. Fortu- 
nately no loss of life was caused within 
the city, but reports from Alexandria, 
six miles down the Potomac River, 
state that four persons were killed 
and several injured. The loss in 
Washington is estimated at upward of 
$250,000, while in Alexandria it is also 
great. 

A strong characteristic of the storm 
was the uniformity of the damage done, 
no part of the city or surrounding 
counties escaping. and likewise no part 
being so badly damaged as to indicate 
that it had been especially singled 
out as an obitect of the storm’s wrath. 
Quite a number of houses were glown 
down, and there were several miracu- 
lous escapes from death, but it is 
not the loss to any individual build- 
ing, but the vast number of losses 
ranging from a few dollars to sev- 
eral thousands that brings the aggre- 
gate up into hundreds of thousands. 

In every section of the city there 
were houses unroofed and otherwise 
damaged, and all the chief streets in 
each of the four quarters of the city 
were strewn today with broken trees 
and wreckage. Fully 5000 out of the 
7500 trees in the city, it is estimated, 
were destroyed by the storm. Along 
the river front few boats escaped in- 
jury. The large excursion steamers 
were damaged to some extent, and 
less than half a dozen smaller craft 
weathered the storm at all. Southern 
trains were delaved and reported dam- 
ages done to buildings all the way 
— Wilmington, N. C., to Washing- 

on. 

The storm completely shut off elec 
tric communication between Washing- 
ton and the outside world. From 11 
o’clock last night until this afternoon 
not a telephone or telegraph wire was 
working from Washington. Forty min- 
utes from 11:15 o’clock the wind blew 
65 miles an hour, and for one minute 
of this time attained the maximum ve- 
locity of 80 miles an hour. The Weather 
Bureau gives this official history of the 
storm: 

“The storm which passed over Wash- 
ington last night was reported on Sep- 
tember 26 as a tropical cyclone, mov- 
ing northwest from the Caribbean Sea, 
it being then southeast of Cuba. Dur- 
ing the 25th it passed northwestward 
into the southeastern part of the Gulf 
of Mexico, and on the 27th moved 
northward, west of Florida. On the 
morning of the 29th it was central over 
Georgio, and by 8 a.m. of the 29th had 
advanced to Southwestern Virginia. 
The center passed over Washington at 
about 11:30 o’clock Tuesday. the low- 
est barometer reading 29.30. During the 
first three days the storm appeared to 
have very little energy, but on the 
29th it developed force rapidly as it 
moved northward. A velocity of 54 
miles occurred at Charleston and 42 at 
Wilmington.” 

OTHER PARTICULARS, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The wind- 
storm last night gave Washington the 
worst shaking up it ever had. The 
wind blew in a rotary manner, reach- 
ing a velocity of seventy-five miles an 
hour. The rain was driven in torrents. 
Lightning pierced and lit up the tossing 
black clouds and sharp claps of thunder 
contributed to make nature a weird 
ealdron. A new brick building of five 
stories, at No. 1213 Pennsylvania 
avenue, was demolished, the ruins 
crushing Beattie’s restaurant and 
Kelly’s dairy lunch adjoining and im- 
prisoning six men. Four were soon 
released. George Sutton, a cook, was 
pinned in the wreck until 12:45 o’clock. 

The steeple of the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church was blown off. 
The tower of the Grand Operahouse 
was hurled to the sidewalk. Trees 
were everywhere uprooted, the 
branches being strewn so thickly as 
to form complete blockades’. Some of 
these were made compact with the ad- 
dition of tin roofs from the houses, 
signboards, shutters, fences, etc. Tele- 
graph, telephone and electric light 
wires snapped and the ends dangled. 

At the waterfront every boat re- 
ceived terrible wrenchings. The Mat- 
talo, the excursion steamer, had holes 
stove in the side and half sunk. It is 
next to impossible to compute the loss. 
About 11 o’clock a crash that could be 
heard a mile away was caused by the 
falling of the Metropolitanu Railroad 
powerhouse. All houses within haif a 
block were shaken. Seven men work- 
ing in the building ran out just in 
time to save their lives. 

R. Blount, member of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, was in Beatty's 
restaurant at the time of the crash. 
He was so badly bruised that he has 
been unconscious ever since. It is 
feared he was also injured internally, 
and may not recover. The storm dam- 
age here is estimated at from $250,000 to 
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—— Several houses were blown 
SUBURBAN TOWNS SUFFERED. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Reports 

received this morning from the subur- 

ban towns about Washington show that 
great damage was done throughout 
the surrounding country. At the Catho- 
lic University, just outside the city, 
the dormitory in process of construc- 
tion was demolished. 

At Brookland, a few miles out, the 
town hall was partially destroyed and 
many other buildings were unroofed 
and otherwise damaged. In the out- 
skirts of the city few localities escaped. 

The train-shed at Alexandria was 

blown down and the debris is on the 

tracks, hence the trains that left Wash- 
ington last evening were delayed. 

Three trains due in Washington this 

morning from southern points on the 


Atlantic coast lines, have not been 
heard of, and are stopped at some 
points south of Alexandria. In this 
city the papal legation was unroofed, 
and the Chinese legation was damaged 
about $1500. Communication by tele- 
graph and telephone with the outside 
world is absolutely stopped. 

Reports from Rockville, Md., and 
other small places along the Metropoli- 
tan branch of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad show that this storm did 
great damage, but no loss of life was 
reported. The Episcopal Church in 
Rockville was demolished, and a tree 
fell upon the parsonage, wrecking a 
portion of it. Houses were unroofed 
and trees blown down in all the smaller 
towns outside of Washington. Great 
damage is reported in the farming dis- 
tricts, where all grain in stacks or 
shocks have been strewn over the 
land. Many barns have been blown 
down. 

The White House was slightly injured 
by the storm, a small portion of the 
copper roofing being stripped off and 
other damage done. The tall flagstaff, 
from which the signal was given to 
the city that the President was in 
town, disappeared completely. In the 
beautiful grounds surrounding the 
house, twenty-five of the splendid 
trees, elms, sycamores, walnuts and 
magnolias, some of great age and of 
historical associations, were completely 
leveled, while fully fifty of the sur- 
viving trees suffered the loss of their 
tops and principal branches and are 
permanently defaced. 

The vast pile occupied by the State, 
War and Navy departments, as 
touched on the south side by the storm 
and lost portions of its roofing and 
many of the slates, while a structure 
erected by the Signal Service for the 
study of clouds was partially demol- 
ished. The new Naval Observatory 
building suffered in the same fashion 
to the extent of about $1200. At the 
Washington navy yard the big ship- 
house was partially unroofed, and the 
gun-shops were dameged slightly by 
the stripping of the roof. 

A special bulletin issued by the 
Weather Bureau states that for one 
minute the wind reached eightly miles 


an hour. 
SEVEN DEATHS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30:—Intelli- 
gence of the death of seven persons 
as the result of last night’s storm 
reached this city during the day. 

Dr. H. C. Sherman of this city, a 
cousin of John Sherman, died of fright 
at his country residence at Olney, Md. 
While going out to his barn, two large 
trees suddenly blew’ down in front of 
him. He returned to 24 sat 
— in a chair, and tely ex- 
pired 

Three colared men. whose names are 
unknown, were burned to death at 
Washington Grove, They were in a 
cabin. When the storm broke out a 
tree blew over, demolishing the cabin 
overturning the lamp and setting fire to 
the cabin. 

Capt. Cheseldine, with his schooner 
Capital, having a crew of two men, 
Was caught by a blow at Sandy Point, 
thirty-five miles from Washington.

THE LIGHT OVER THE HILLS, 


McKinley's election is as certain as 
the light of the morning sun, and even 
more so, for we sometimes have foggy 
weather at this season of the year. 
He is gaining ground every day that 
he lives, thanks to his own patriotic 
utterances and to the plain good sense 
of the American people. Bryan, on the 
other hand, has served only to recall 
the famous witticism of old Gov.

Every day 
sees his conquests of votes turned into 
a sign of defeat, every day finds him 
just that much further from the goal 
of his ambition. 

The great tidal wave of the Colorado 
River, which ascends that stream two 
or three times in every year so fast 
that no steamer can outrun it, is noth- 
ing compared to the great wave of 
public sentiment that is setting in all 
over the Union in favor of McKinley. 
His election is now an accomplished 
fact, and the only question is as to the 


number of electoral votes in his ma- 


jority. With such-a masterly pilot at 
the helm of the ship of state, the people 
need fear no howling winds or adverse 
currents. His administration will be 
one that will equal Mr. Lincoln’s in 
austere patriotism, Mr. Hayes’s in in- 
ternal improvement, and Mr. Harri- 
son's in general business activity.

FREE COINAGE AND WAGES. 


It is frequently asserted by those 
who’ are engineering the free silver 
coinage scheme that one great benefit 
which would flow from its realization 
would be to enable the United States 
to build up a heavy trade with the sil- 
ver-basis countries. While constantly 
harping on this theme, the advocates 
of free-silver coinage seldom explain 
just how it is proposed to accomplish 
the results referred to. If they were 
to explain the matter honestly, they 
would be obliged to confess that the 
chief means relied upon for the accom- 
plishment of that purpose is the reduc- 
tion of the American wage-scale to a 
basis approximately conformatory to 
that of the silver-basis nations; which 
means that wages would be reduced to 
a point so low that American workers 
accustomed to a liberal scale of wages 
would hardly be able to exist upon the 
reduced compensation. 

The first effect of the adoption of free 
and unlimited silver coinage would be, 
as has heretofore been shown, the prac- 
tical cutting in two of the purchasing 
power of the silver dollar, while the 
entire volume of our paper currency 
would follow the downward plunge of 
silver. All this would mean a doubling 
of the prices of nearly all commodities. 
One commodity, however, would not 
advance in price as a consequence of 
the adoption of free coinage. That com- 
modity is labor. American wage-earn- 
ers who vote for free silver under the 
impression that its adoption by the 
United States would advance their 
wages would soon learn their grievous 
mistake if that policy were put into 
force. 

The only way in which, under free 
silver and free trade, we could largely 
increase our trade with the silver-basis 
nations would be by means of cheap 
labor. It is this that the advocates of 
free coinage rely upon, chiefly, for the 
realization of their iridescent dream of 
exchanging the trade of Europe for 
that of the Orient. But they do not 


glowing dissertations upon the alleged 
advantages of free silver. On the con- 
trary, they hold out to labor the false 
promises of better wages and more gen- 
eral employment; promises that have 
no substantial foundation in fact or 
reason. But the voters of the United 
States will not be deceived by this ignis 
fatuus of free silver. They are “onto 
the combination.” 


MAIL SERVICE. 


The report of Fourth Assistant Post- 
master-General Maxwell, just issued, 
states that 1474 postoffices in the 
United States were entered dy 
burglars during the year ended 
June 30, 1896. The apparent enor- 
mity of this is reduced when it is 
remembered that there are 70,360 post- 
offices in this country. The number 
burglarized was, therefore, only about 
2 per cent. of the whole. 

The total number of complaints of 
all classes was only 108,037, although 
the number of letters handled is 
away up in the score of millions. The 
registered mail comprised 13,851,000 
pieces. In respect to this class of mat- 
ter only 5817 complaints were re- 
ceived. But what speaks more highly 
than anything else of the efficiency of 
the service is that, during the year 
only twenty-four complaints were re- 
ceived of carelessness of postal em- 
ployees. As a commercial factor the 
postoffice can be depended on as ever 
faithful and always at its post. 


M’KINLEY IN WISCONSIN. 


The claim made by the free-silver 
men that McKinley is in danger of 
losing Wisconsin is a stretch of imag- 
ination that would do credit to a first- 
class modern Munchausen. There is 
not in this Union any State that has 
more bitterly repented of its errors of 
1892 than Wisconsin. In that year it 
gave Cleveland a plurality of 6544 
over Harrison, but were Cleveland, or 
any other candidate affiliated with 
free trade, to run again this year, he 
would not get votes enough to elect 
him guardian of the town pump. No, 
Wisconsin has had its experience with 
free trade; it wants no more of it. 

Col. Watrous of Milwaukee, speaking 
of this in the Chicago Times-Herald, 
says: “The man who believes that Maj. 
McKinleyisin danger of losing Wiscon- 
sin should keep far enough away from 
the State to prevent its Republicans 
from clapping him into an insane asy- 
lum. Wisconsin is as safe for McKinley 
as any State in the Union. It will beat 
all former records. For a month or 
more the tide in Wisconsin has turned 
against the Popocratic candidate at so 
marvelously rapid a rate as to upset 
all of the early estimates.

The trusted leaders of the Dem- 
ocratic party, the men who in the past 
have controlled the party, have not 
alone bolted the Chicago candidate 
and platfoym, but they are active and 
aggressive in their opposition to both.

MEXICAN PROSPERITY.” 


Free-silverite advocates, in their des- 
perate attempts to bolster ap a cause 
which has no solid foundation in fact 
or common-sense, are driven to some 
queer expedients. One of these is that 
of comparing the condition of Mexico, 
which is on a silver basis (but has not 
free coinage,) with that of the United 
States. 

The “National. Silver party,” at its 
convention held in St. Louis on July 
22 (as a side-show of the Populist men- 
agerie,) decided to send a special agent 
to Mexico (at the expense, no doubt, of 
the silver mine-owners’ syndicate,) who 
was to find, if possible, in the Mexican 
financial system some facts which 
might serve as campaign material for 
the party of repudiation in the United 
States. For this mission one Joseph 
Hawthorne of Minnesota, heretofore 
unknown to fame, was chosen. Mr. 
Hawthorne has made his junket to 
Mexico, and is expected to make his 
“report” in the near future. To a St. 
Louis reporter Mr. Hawthorne a few 
days ago vouchsafed the information 
that he found Mexican manufacturers 
very prosperous. There are,” he said, 
ninety cotton mills and five woolen 
mills, which have been running night 
and day for three years.” Mr. Haw- 
thorne neglected to state, however, the 
real reason why cotton and woolen 
mills in Mexico are “running night and 
day.” This reason is found in the fact 
that Mexico has a high protective tariff, 
and in the further fact that the prices 
of cotton and woolen goods, and of 
manufactured articles of all kinds, are 
from 50 to 500 per cent. higher in Mex- 
ico than in the United States. The 
high tariff upon imports: has had the 
effect of inducing liberal investments 
of foreign capital in manufacturing en- 
terprises in Mexico. The high prices 
current in that country for manufac- 
tured goods of all kinds have been a 
further inducement, and the low wages 
paid to labor have proved an additional 
stimulus to the development of Mexi- 
can manufactures. The use of a de- 
based currency has enabled employers 
to pay their workmen in 50-cent dol- 
lars, and to pocket a handsome profit 
on that phase of their business alone. 

Under such circumstances it is not 
strange that considerable money has 
been invested in Mexican manufactures 
during the past few years. The field 
offers a rich harvest for the capitalist, 
by reason of the dearth of manufac- 
tures in that country, the high prices 
which the products of manufacture 
command, and the low price of labor. 

But the conditions existing in Mexico 
furnish a strong argument against the 
free-trade plank of the Chicago plat- 
form. Such manufacturing prosperitv 
as exists in Mexico is due in chief part 
to the high tariff which that country 
imposes on imports. On imports ag- 
gregating about $30,000,000 annually 
the Mexican government levies duties, 
in round numbers, amounting to 320, 
000,000, or about 66 per cent. on the 
average. These high protective duties 
are sufficient in themselves to stimu- 
late manufactures to a remarkable ex- 
tent in a country which, up to a very 
recent date, had practically no manu- 
factures. Add to this the ridiculously 
low rate of wages and the high price 
of products, due to lack of competition, 
and the case is fully explained. 

The increase of manufacturing has 
little to do with the use of silver 
money. It is due in chief part to a 
high protective tariff. To such a pol- 
icy in this country the Nyanite party 
is diametrically opp. lf they advo- 
cate the Mexicanization of the United 
States, let them be consistent and ad vo- 
cate also a high tariff on foreign im- 
ports. 

Mr. Hawthorne states that “the 
wages of labor, while differing as much 
in Mexico acccrding to locality as they 
differ in the United States according 
to locality, have advanced in the last 
two years.” He is very careful not to 
enter upon specific statements as to 
rates of wages in Mexico. The com- 
parison would be too much to the ad- 
vantage of the United States to suit 
the purposes of free silverism. But the 
fact that wages have “advanced in the 
last two years” under a high protective 
tariff in Mexico demonstrates the bene- 
fits of protection to the laboring man. 
No doubt, if Mexico continues the pol- 
icy of tariff protection for a series of 
years wages will advance to something 
like an equality with the wages paid 
for the same kinds of labor in the 
United States. 

The citation of Mexico as a model for 
this country is unfortunate for the sil- 
verites. It proves altogether too much. 
It is a boomerang comparison, which 
will hurt rather than help the cause of 
free coinage. 


NOT SUCH A ”FAT DOG.” 


It is wonderful to note how the of- 
ficial returns have scaled down the 
Democratic-Populist majority of Ar- 
kansas in the last State election. The 
day following the election the Popu- 
lists claimed 55,000 majority. . The 
next day they sent the figures up to 
60,000, and each succeeding day saw 
them advance several thousand more. 
Now we have the official count, and 
the tale it tells is a lamentable one for 
the before-mentioned Popocrats when 
compared with what they did in 1894. 

The combined Democratic-Populist 
vote in 1894 was 99,620, the Republican 
vote only 26,085. This year the com- 
bined Democratic-Populist vote was 
104,807; the Republican vote 35,571. 
These figures show that the Demo- 
cratic-Populist gain for 1896 over 1894 
was only 5187, whereas the Republican 
gain this year over 1894 was 9486. By 
this it is seen that the Republicans 


gained nearly two votes for every. one 
vote gained by the ats.

NEBRASKA SAVINGS BANKS. 


In 1892, when William J. Bryan was 
a member of Congress, he said in one 
of his speeches: 

“The cities of Lincoln and Omaha 
have grown more rapidly in the last 
ten years than any manufacturing city 
in the East.” 

The American Economist has looked 
up the subject of savings bank depos- 
its in Nebraska, in 1892, when the Mc- 
Kinley law was in unchallenged opera- 
tion, as compared to the deposits in 
1896, under the semi-free-trade tariff 
now in force. It finds that in 1892, 
when Mr. Bryan uttered the words 
quoted above, there were 27,012 de- 
posits in the savings banks of Ne- 
braska, with $5,477,572.08 to their 
credit, or an average deposit of $202.78. 
On July 1, 1896, there were only 11,870 
accounts of depositors in the Nebraska 
savings banks, a decrease of 15,142 ac- 
counts in four years. The total of de- 
posits on the date last named had 
dwindled to only $2,406,855.35, a loss 
of $3,070,656.73 in four years. Upon 
these figures the American Economist 


comments rather caustically, as fol- 
lows: 


“You are now the leader of Democ- 
racy, Mr. Bryan. You want absolute 
free trade, which would ‘compel the 
withdrawal of every dollar on deposit 
in the savings banks of Nebraska, the 
closing of the remaining 11,870 ac- 
counts, and the shutting of the doors 
of the savings banks. You say that 
protection is a ‘vicious principle.’ 
Yet it enabled the people of Nebraska 
to save money and enabled its two 
largest cities to grow ‘more rapidly 
than any manufacturing city in the 
East.’ 

“The Gorman ta-, for which you 
voted and which is far too high too suit 
your free-trade ideas, has wiped out 
15,142 savings banks accounts and com- 
pelled the withdrawal of $3,070,656.73, 
so that your fellow-citizens, their 
wives and families, might keep from 
starving. The Wilson bill would have 
done far worse than this, and you even 
considered that bill as being ‘far too 
high.’ If you had your way, Mr. 
Bryan, with absolute free trade you 
would have ruined and brought to star- 
vation every living soul in Nebraska 
and everywhere else for that matter. 

“You pose as, and profess to be, a 
friend of the people, Mr. Bryan. But 
you are not. You are either a hypo- 
crite or a scoundrel, a fool or a knave. 
Think this over, Mr. Bryan. Try and 
figure how many votes you deserve to 
get in Nebraska, or anywhere else. A 
man who votes as you did, to ruin the 
prosperity of his own State, won’t hesi- 
tate to inflict similar disaster upon any 
other part of the country.” 


An elderly gentleman, a Mississip- 
pian by birth anda strong States 
Rights Democrat, said to one of the 
Times editorial staff last night: Me- 
Kinley may not get as large a popular 
majority in ballots as did Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1892 or Mr. Harrison in 1888, 
but I believe his number of electoral 
votes will be greater than either of 
them got in their successful years. He 
will come out of the South with 40 
electoral votes, if not more. He will 
get 13 from Georgia, 6 from West Vir- 
ginia, 8 from Louisiana, 13 from Ken- 
tucky, and I believe he has more than 
a fighting show to carry Texas. North 
Carolina is only nominally a Demo- 
cratic State, and Georgia owes all she 
has to her local manufactures.” The 
situation is grave indeed when a life- 
long Democrat who wouldn’t vote for 
McKinley even if there was no one 
running against him concedes his elec- 
tion outright and predicts his election 
by a larger electoral majority than any 
yet recorded. 


During the fiscal years 1895 and 1896 
we imported foreign sugar to the 
amount of 7,225,032,934 pounds, valued 
at $158,695,994. Every pound of this 
vast amount might have been produced 
here under a fiscal policy which would 
foster this important American indus- 
try. Mr. Bryan, while in Congress, 
placed himself on record as emphat- 
ically opposed to protection of any 
kind for the beet-sugar industry; and 
not only as opposed to protection for 
the beet-sugar industry, but as opposed 
to protection for any American indus- 
try. He would build up foreign indus- 
tries at the expense of our own if he 
had the power to do so. But Mr. Bryan 
will not be given the power to break 
down American industries for the bene- 
fit of foreigners. On November 3d he 
will be relegated to oblivion so deep 
that he will never again become a fac- 
tor in American politics. 


The free silverites are making a 
great ado over Prince Bismarck’s let- 
ter about silver. They seem to forget 
that the Prince did not think that sil- 
ver was good enough for Germany, 
even when the metal was worth twice 
what it is today. One of the first 
things he did on the conclusion of the 
Franco-German war was to put Ger- 
many on a gold basis, where she has 
remained ever since. There is a deep 
vein of humor in the old Prussian 


Prince, and there is no doubt but that’ 


he has chuckled to himself many a 
time since writing that letter as he re- 
flected how it might add to the polit- 
ical confusion in this campaign. He 
knows that free silver in the United 
States would be disastrous to Ameri- 
can commerce, which would give Ger- 
many a further opportunity of extend- 
ing her commerce with other nations 
of the world. Prince Bismarck was 
not born yesterday. 


“Speaking of the late inflow of gold 
from Europe, Mr. Bryan said: “My 
friends, if a nomination will start 
such a flow of gold to the United 
States, what will be the enormous flow 
when we actually have a President 
who is for free silver?” Well, that’s 
just about the easiest yet; it will be a 
flow to Europe. 


Always let an uneducated man alone 
when it comes to forcible language 
and graphic expressions. Steve Bro- 
die, the bridge-jumper, was inter- 
viewed at San Diego on Monday by a 
Tribune reporter. After a While the 


conversation turned on politics, when 
the Bowery statesman remarked: 
“This silver question is an experiment, 
just like the flying machine, and I 
don’t want any of it in mine.” An 
ounce of plain common sense like that 
is worth a ton of superficial education 
that is on the bargain counters of 
most of our colleges. 


Samuel J. Randall, Jr., of Pennsyl- 
vania is making speeches through that 
State in favor of McKinley and Ho- 
bart as the best and most available 
method of restoring prosperity to the 
manufacturing States. It will follow 
in the agricultural States as a natural 
consequence, by giving the farmers a 
home market. Mr. Randall is evi- 
dently “a chip of the old block.” ‘His 
father was the greatest protectionist in 
the Democratic ranks, and had the 
misfortune to be fifty years in advance 
of his party. 


The business men of Ensenada have 
sent on a petition to the Mexican gov- 
ernment to have crude petroleum 
placed on the free list so far as the 
Cerros Islands are concerned. There 
are extensive deposits of low-grade 
gold ores on those islands, which can- 
not be worked without the very cheap- 
est of fuel, as there is no water power 
there. Hence they want crude oil 
from Los Angeles for making steam. 
We hope President Diaz will grant this 
concession. 


Will the sheep-owners of the Pa- 
cific Coast vote for Bryan? It looks 
singular that they should do so after 
his vote in Congress (affirmatively) on 
the Wilson Bill that has rendered their 
property comparatively of no value. 
With choice Oregon wool at 6 cents 
per pound, the Webfoot nation can be 
trusted to go to the polls in November 
and vote solidly for McKinley, who 
fought so steadfastly and nobly 
against the depreciation of their prop- 
erty. 


Persons residing in this tranquil cor- 
ner of the country again have reason 
to be thankful that this section is not 
subject to such devastating storms as 
visit the entire eastern part of the coun- 
try at frequent intervals. The storm 
which swept over the East on Tuesday 
night was one of the most destructive 
known for years, and the resulting 
damage was enormous. It will be sev- 
eral days before the full extent of the 
injury. is known.

ASTORY OF EXTRAS. 


AX ARCHITECT ON CONTRACTOR 
REBMAN’S CLAIM. | 


Does the City of Los Angeles Really 
Owe the Man Who Bullt the City 
Jail Bight Thousand Golden Dol- 
lars and Some Centat 


Considerable attention has been at- 
tracted to the claim of Mr. Rebman, 
the contractor who built the new City 
Jail on First street, and as the matter 
is to come up before the Council today, 
it would seem as though the following 
letter might not be altogether untimely. 
The matter of extras“ is one that 
nearly all those who build have to face, 
but in this case the city is being called 
upon for so large a sum that tax- 
payers have a right to know all about 
The com- 
munication is as follows: 

To the Editor of The Times: In your 
issue of today appears the report. of 
the special session of the City Council 
held on Tuesday to consider the pe- 
tition of Contractor Rebman, who built 
the new City Jail, and now wants 
$8000 more than he agreed to take for 
his work,” and, according to the same 
report, the Council will take action on 
the matter tomorrow (Thursday.) I 
hope soon to learn that Mr. Rebman 
has been paid for all his contract work, 
and in addition for all extra work per- 
formed, but there can be no donating. 
The matter, however, strikes anyone 
conversant with building matters as 
being so simple to adjudicate, and al- 
though the City Council has passed 
thousands of dollars through its hands 
in the payment of city buildings, 1. e., 
schools, etc., they seem to fail to un- 
derstand this case. I have never seen 
the plans, specifications or contract 
for the new City Jail; but know they 
ought (and I am certain they do,) con- 
tain among other items, the following: 

1. Who were the parties to the con- 


t. 

2. 58 amount and how and when 
3. The time for completion. 

4. Who had authority to order extra 


5. Who was to pay for it and when. 
Had this $8000 (or as one of the 
experts puts it $8704.44) worth of work 
been 3 towards the comple- 
tion of the work, the Council would be 
excusable, from lack of time in having 
the bill passed, but as it was at the 
very commencement almost of the 
work, it seems hard on Mr. Rebman if 
he is entitled to the money. 

Rebman claims that a large amount 
of excavating work was done by him, 
made necessary by incorrect informa- 
tion which the City Engineer gave 
him, regarding lines and grades of the 
street on which the jail fronts.’ 

To prepare plans complete enough to 
enter into a contract (and I am sure 
they were) the grade lines of necessity 
must be still on the several elevations 
and sections—both as regards the then 
existing grades and the grades as they 
now are. 

I am satisfied Mr. Strange, the Build- 
ing Superintendent who pre ed the 
plans, took thore levels carefully, or had 
the city or other enginer do so. Then 
where was the extra excavation, with 
its attendant extra mason work re- 
quired? Who ordered it? I am sure a 
contractor of Mr. Rebman’s experience 
did not do work, short of the method 
adopted, even required in bulidings that 
do not cost as much as the mere scaf- 
folding of the City Jail must have cost. 
If the engineer or architect were in 
fault as to levels, then Mr. Rebman 
must have contracted or agreed to do 
whatever extra work became necessary. 
First, either by days work and ma- 
terial; second by a stated price per 
cubic foot (or other simple method) or 
for a certain specific amount. If he 
has the data for.any of these, I am 
sure by this time he would have en 
in possession of at least seventy-five 
per cent. of the amount (as usual) as 
the work went along. 

I am fully aware that extra concrete 
or mason work to a great amount 
might be uired or deemed advisable 


dy reason of faulty ground. But I am 


ready to make the assertion that any 
actual requirement for the expenditure 
of such a sum for the faulty nature of 
the ground was not necessary to be 
done to secure suitable foundations for 
a building of its kind and magnitude,“ 
over and above what the plans called 
for, provided the nature of the ground 
were fully investigated before plans 
were made, or at least completed. It 
were better to have sold the lot.

Postal Primary Experiment. 
Ward Club Meetings. 


No feature of the better-city-govern- 
ment movement now on foot is being 
watched with greater interest than the 
experiment which is about to be made 
with the postal primary plan of select- 
ing nominees for the various city of- 
fices. This plan precludes the possibil- 
ity of any slate being put up in favor 
of any particular candidate, and the 
politicians are, therefore, all at sea as 
to who the nominees of the Better City 
Government Convention will be. The 
question who is the league candidate 
for this or that office is asked every 
day, and cannot be answered, as there 
is as yet no league candidate for any 
office, nor can there be any until the 
members of the league hae expressed 
their choice by the postal primary bal- 
lot. The candidates are all on an equal 
footing, so far as striving for the league 
indorsement or nomination is con- 
cerned. Individual members of the 
league no doubt have their favorites, 
and when twenty of them, or twenty 
reputable citizens, not necessarily 
members of the league, agree on one 
man and sign a petition to have his 
name placed on the primary ballot, he 
becomes a candidate before the league, 
but not the candidate of the league, un- 
less it is found after the ballots are 
returned and counted that he has a 
majority of all the votes, then he will 
be declared the league candidate for 
the office he aspires to. 

If the postal primary plan as used in 
the league should be found to work 
smoothly and well, it may result in 
the passage by the next Legislature of 
a complete primary law. which will 
take the management of city affairs 
out of the hands of the bosses. 

The work of recruiting ward club 
members is still going on. A few of 
the members of the Central League, in 
the Eighth Ward, met in the hall at No. 
235 Aliso street yesterday evening, for 
the purpose of permanently organizing 
the ward club. Temporary Chairman J. 
J. T. Johannsen presided. E. Abs Ha- 
gen, temporary secretary, read a list of 
twenty-two applicants for member- 
ship, which were favorably acted upon 
by the Membership Committee and de- 
clared elected. A number of additional 
applications were received. Temporary 
organization was continued, and an ad- 
journment taken till next Monday 
evening at the same place, when, it is 
expected, permanent officers and com- 
mittees to organize the ward will be 
selected. 

The First Ward Club had a successful 
meeting Tuesday evening.and voted in 
115 new members. » 

The Ninth Ward Club will hold a 
public meeting in Masonic Hall, Boyle 
Heights, this morning. Addresses will 
be made by prominent members of the 
Central League.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


WHO OWNS THE CITY? | 


A QUESTION SUGGESTED BY A CON- 
TRACT AWARD. 


Protests of Property-owners and 
Recommendations by the Board 
of Public Works Ignored by the 
Council, 


The need for some very decided im- 
provement in the methods of conduct- 
ing the public business of the city of 
Los Angeles is clearly demonstrated 
by a plain statement of the facts re- 
lating to the award of a contract for 
street improvements in the Beaudry 
district. 

A year ago, when the validity of 
street-improvement bonds was still in 
doubt, a contract for the work was 
awarded, but the contractor failed to 
perform the work, or even begin it. 
The property-owners, anxious.to have 
the work done and knowing that bid- 
ders considered the uncertainty of the 
bonds and figured high because of pos- 
sible risk, offered the contract to an- 
other firm, and agreed to waive all 
right to contest or question the valid- 
ity. of bonds if the firm would discount 
the previous bid 20 per cent.

The political in- 
fluence of the railroad monopoly is the 
Populist’s excuse for existence; it is 
the breath of his nostrils, the existing 
cause of the throbbing of his great 
heart. But for the influence of the rail- 
road in politics, its determination to 
control the Legislature of California in 
future, as it generally has in the past, 
and the eager desire of Uncle Collis to 
regain his lost grip upon California's 
representatives in Congress, C. A. Bar- 
low would not be today the Popocratic- 
silver-plated-Bryan-Republican candi- 
date for Congress in the Sixth Dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Barlow would have it understood 
that he is inimical to Uncle Collis and 
his schemes, and that he yearns to be 
permitted to place tacks where Uncle 
Collis shall step upon them as he wan- 
ders about the lobby in Washington 
seeking what appropriations he may de- 
vour. 

It is quite credible that Mr. Bar- 
low is a candidate because the rail- 
road attempts to control the politics of 
all parties, more particularly because 
the railroad did control the Populist 
convention that nominated Barlow. 
Barlow's record in the slature of 
1893 accounts for his nomination for 
Congress in 1896. In that Legislature 
Barlow was supposed to represent 
Populist purity and incorruptible hos- 
tility to the “octopus;” he was the 
Farmers’ Alliance representative, set to 
watch the railroad and foil its mis- 
chievous machinations. 

And he voted against the removal of 
the corrupt and recreant Railroad Com- 
missioners, and voted for the re-assess- 
ment bill, a measure designed to rob 
the people of the State of millions of 
dollars due in taxes from the railroad. 

In 1894 Barlow ran for the office of 
Sheriff in San Luis Obispo county, and 
he had a bad time trying to explain to 
the people of that county his votes in 
the Legislature and his reasons for be- 
ing one of a “combine” of seven mem- 
bers who a to vote together on 


all important“ measures—an import- 
t measure, in the ation the 
0 of legislaters. who bine, being 


one that possésses thé essential ele- 
ments of a “cinch” on somebody or 
somebody possessing wealth and hav- 
ing an aversion to législative interfer- 
ence. He tried to explain bis 
vote on the removal resolution 
by saying that it could not 
have passed in the Senate because 
“railroad influence’ dominated that 
body and because it would not have 
removed the commission even had it 
| passed, for the reason that the commis- 
mon would still have been entitled to 
trial and impeachment. As the Con- 
stitution provides for the removal of 
Railread Commissioners directly by 
vote of the Legfslature, the explana- 
tion failed to explain. It also failed to 
satisfy the voters of San Luis Obispo, 
fot Barlow’s opponent, a comparative 
stranger, was elected Sheriff. 

In San Luis Obispo, where Barlow 
and his record are thoroughly known, 
his candidacy for Congress is regarded 
as absurd, and his chances of election 
are not seriously considered. R. E:. 
Jack, who is not an anti-railroad man 
and who knows pretty well what the 
railroad people are*wp to in politics, 
says he is perfectly satisfied that Bar- 
low was nominated by railroad influ- 
ence, brought to bear upon the Popu- 
Ust convention by Jesse D. Carr. 

That Barlow is working hand in glove 
with Thomas V. Cator, whom Hunt- 
ington owns, is proved by his action 
im the Ventura Populist convention, 
where he insisted that Cator must be 
indorsed by the candidates for the 
Senate and 83 before fusion 
would be agreed t 

The Ventura eee Press of Septem- 
ber 18 says: 

“A deep scheme is being worked and 
as usual the hand of the railroad is 
but thinly disguised. Six months ago 
the writer was informed by one of the 
best posted politicians in the State 
that Huntington had determined to de- 
feat every man, who, while in Con- 
gress, in any way interfered with his 
refunding bill scheme or Santa Monica 
harbor proposition. At the time ef the 
conversation the programme had not 
been mapped out in detail, but tne 
statement was made that if necessity 
demanded, and the People’s party de- 
veloped sufficient strength to warrant 
it, that party would be made the med- 
ium through which Huntington would 
accomplish his purpose. A review of 
the existing political conditions in this 
State, county and Congress district 
furnishes evidence of the fact that the 
rank and file of the Democrat and 
Populist parties are being used to pull 
Huntington’s chestnuts out of the fire. 
In confirmation of this, attention need 
only be called to the fact that T. V. 
Cator, acting under instructions from 
the Huntington political directorate, 
has sacrificed, under the guise of fusion, 
everything in sight in return for 
pledged fusion candidates to th 
branches of the Legislature. 

“Collis P. Huntington once said that 
George S. Patton should never go to 
Congress from this district; J. Marion 
Brooks helped him make good his 
word, and then proceeded to secure 
the nomination for Charles A. Barlow, 
and Uncle Collis smiles.” 

The estimation in which Barlow and 
his anti-monopoly pretensions are held 
by the Populists of his own county Is 
shown by this extract from an open 
letter, written by a prominent Popu- 
list to the San Luis Obispo Tribune 
when Barlow was a candidate for 
Sheriff: 

„Some two years ago you received 
the rather equivocal compliment of an 
election to that august body known as 
the California Legislature. During the 
intervening time between your nomina- 
tion by your deluded neighbors and the 
day of election, I heard you declare 
from the rostrum in bad grammar and 
worse rhetoric, your unswerving devo- 

.to the cause of reform. In your 
public expressions you were particu- 
larly severe in commenting on the ex- 
actions of the ‘sailroad monopoly’ and 
the grinding exactions of corporations. 
Luckily for you the public feeling was 
strong railroads and eorpora- 
tions, and while every time you opened 
your mouth you demonstrated your ig- 


norance and want of fitness for the 
place vou sought, yet a number of 
earnest Populists, myself among the 
number, casting aside any lingering 
doubts we might have entertained as 
to your sincerity, entered heartily into 
the canvass for your election. on more 
than one occasion we had to labor 
very hard with several suspic! ous farm- 
ers before we could secure you thetr 
support. At last the canvass ended, and 
we (the Populists) were pleased with 
your triumphant election. \\hat was 
the result of our labors in your be- 
half? Let us examine the records.” 

The latter reviews Barlow votes on 
railroad measures, and conciudes: 

Tou may parade in the ranks of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and shout your 
lungs sore with shallow deciamations, 
but no one will be deceived. You may 
wear the lion’s tawny hide and shake 
the horrors of his shaggy mane, but 
no one believes you to be a lion or the 
whelp of a lion. A Populist, 
you would sacrifice the party to elect 
yourself to a petty office. A pretended 
anti-monopolist, and wearing the collar 
of a corrupt corporation. Let me say 
in conclusion that with you personally 
I have no quarrel. When you have 
been to that well merſted ob- 
scurity, from which I am in part res- 
ponsible for your avatar been dragged, 
I will have done with you.” 

Barlow was relegated to obscurity 
for a time, but he has been dug out 
of the pile of railroad rubbish and again 
foisted — 2 as an anti- 
monopoly can ate, ut the peop 
will elect him “nit. ”

THE TIRRELL DIVORCE. 


COUNTER CHARGES OF ADULTERY. 
THREW HIS MONEY AWAY, 


Sam Stewart is Ordered to Pay Ali- 
mony — Some Progress in the 
Riverside-San Bernardino Swit. 
Review of the Courts. 


The divorce proceedings of James 
Tirrell, Jr., against Mary Loulse Tir- 
rell, promises to become sensational 
before the cause is finally determined. 
The divorce is asked on the grounds 
of adultery. These litigants were mar- 
ried in Los Angeles in 1889. 

The defendant, in her cross-com- 
plaint, denies the allegations of infi- 
delity and charges her plaintiff hus- 
band with promiscuous adultery and 
an attempt to corrupt Mrs. Lulu Dol- 
sen, a daughter of the cross-complain- 
ant. 

Mrs. Tirrell alleges that the plaintiff 
has inherited $5000 from an aunt and 
asks the court to award her alimony 
attorney's fees, costs and future sup- 
port upon the final determination of 
this proceeding 

The —— was in the witness box 
during a large part of the forenoon, 
but could give ns satisfactory state- 
ment regarding the money alleged to 
have been inherited by him. 

The final remittance of $4000 he said 
was made to him some time during 
the month of last March; the money 
had been dispatched to ‘him by his 
father through a private agent; he 
could not tell the name of the man who 
had paid the money over to him, nor 
the denomination of the legal tender; 
it was currency yg A that was all he 
could tell regarding it. 

When asked if he had placed it in 
bann, he replied: “No; I put it in 
a safe deposit box.” 

Terrill was questioned closely regard- 
ing this money, the theory of the de- 
fense being that the money is in the 
hands of his father in the East, as al- 
leged in the cross-complaint. The wit- 
ness said he placed the money in box 
No. 80 of the safe depositery at the 
Stimson Block, but declared he did not 
have a dollar in the box at this time, 
having spent the entire amount. 

Tirrell was asked by Judge Shaw to 
give a statement of his disbursements, 
but was unable to account for the ex- 
penditure of more than $800.. He was 
asked to state what had become of the 
balance, dnd after much hesitation, said 
he did not know; that he had 8 — 
to San Diego, Riverside and 
nardino counties, and declared it was 
largely spent in such travel. The 
court told him that no such amount of 
money could be expended in the travel- 
ing referred to and asked him for a 
better acounting. Tirrell replied that 
he had been flying pretty high and lost 
money in games of poker. He de- 
scribed the location of one of the places 
where he had indulged in this pastime 
as on Main street, west side, between 
First and Second streets. Somebody 
named “Call” was the only one he 
could designate as having won money 
from him and did not know whether 
his losses would amount to $20 or not. 
Tirrell said he had been drinking pretty 
heavily, but he remarked in an under- } 
tone that he was a temperance man. 

Judge Shaw remonstrated with the 
witness that he ought to be able to 
make a more intelligent statement; 
that the expenditure of $500 a month 
for each and every month since t 
March ought to be accounted for and 
asked the plaintiff tf he could make no 
better statement. Tirrell answered 
that he could not and was excused 
from further questioning. 

Mrs. Tirrell went upon the stand and 
denied that checks aggregating $190 
had “been given her by Tirrell in set- 
tlement of demands in this proceeding. 
She said the money had been paid to 
their Chinese laundryman and in set- 
tlement of unpaid grocery bills; that 
when the checks were given to her 
Tirrell made no statement whatever 
regarding the money constituting a 
settlement. 

The court made an order directing 
Tirrell to pay his wife $40 per month 
alimony pending the final determina- 
tion of the proceeding. and the further 
sum of $75 as attoreny’s fees, 

A motion to stay proceedings until 
such payments were made was denied, 
Judge Shaw remarking that could be 
arranged at a future stage of the pro- 
ceedings if the order of the court was 
not obeyed. . 

STEWART DIVORCE. 

The action of Sam Stewart against 
Mary A. Stewart for divorce, was in 
progress before Judge York yesterday 
forenoon. The plaintif? was ordered to 
pay defendant $20 per month alimony 
pending this proceeding and attorney’s 
fees in the sum of $50. The attorney's 
fees are to be paid on or before October 
6, but the first payment of alimony was 
directed to be paid immediately. 


CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


Trial of the Dunlaps Upon This 
Charge Still in Progress. 

The trial of the Dunlaps is still in 
progress before a jury of nine men in 
Justice Young’s court. The defendants 
are charged with cruelty to animals. 

Already two days have been con- 
sumed in the examination of the ac- 
cused, and the cause went over last 
night, to be resumed this morning. 

The sorrel horse, whose ribs were 
reported visible as far as you could 
see him on the date of September 23, 
was brought into Temple street, near 
the Courthouse, and the jury went 
down and inspected the animal. The 
horse looked pretty well, viewed from 
a short distance, and bere little evi- 
dence of cruel treatment. His mate, 
the black mare, was admitted to have 
been in fair condition at the time the 
sorrel's rihs were reported as visible. 

Among the allegations of cruelty is 
a charge to the effect that the black 
mare did not receive proper medical 
treatment while foundered. 

It developed that the proper treat- 
ment would have been to place band- 
ages upon the animal's legs. and steam 
them. This, it was claimed, would 
reduce the leg inflammation. 

The case is being vigorously prose- 
cuted, and the defense is alert and 
aggressive.

Wnder the statutes of Michigan the 
efficers,of a savings bank are the 
agents of the bank, and not the agents 
of the depositors. A bylaw passed by 
themi is a bylaw of the bank, and not 
of the depositor, and if the effect of it 
is to change the relation of the cred- 
itor to the debtor, so as to relieve the 
obligation of the debtor to the creditor, 
the creditor must have his attention 
called to the bylaw in such a way 
that he shall understand its effect be- 
fore. he shall be bound by it. It has 
been so held by the Supreme Court of 
Michigan in the case of Ackenhausen 
vs. Peoples’ Savings Bank, reported in 
— Detroit Legal News. The court 
said 


“Section 26 of the banking law (8. 
L. 1887, p. 233) provides that savings 
banks shall have power to receive de- 

its, and says: ‘All deposits in said 

nk shall be repaid to the depositor, 
or his or her lawful representative, 
when required, at such time or times, 
and with such interest and under such 
regulations as the board of directors 
of the bank from time to time pres- 
cribe, which regulation shall be printed 
and conspicuously exposed in some 
place accessible and visible to all, in 
the business office of said bank. . . 
We think the requirement of the stat- 
ute that the deposits shall be paid to 
the depositor or his legal representa- 
tives canot be changed by a bylaw, 
unless the attention of the depositor 
is called to the bylaw, and he assents 
thereto, actually or impliedly.” 


COMMERCIAL. 


- FROM MANUFACTURER TO 

DEALER. A Baltimore trade paper— 
Trade— calls attention to the fact that 
in the last ten or twelve years there 
has been a steadily growing endeavor 
on the part of manufacturers to sell 
direct to the retailers, and in some 
cases to the consumer direct, but the 
latter effort is of small proportions. 
Trade says: 

“In many cities in the United States 
there are associations that are made up 
of retailers who buy their goods on the 
coSperative plan, thus securing for 
themselves a proportion of the profits 
that formerly went to the wholesalers 
or jobbers. 

“The establishment of such codpera- 
tive buying assosiations was in a 
measure caused by the jobbers and 
manufacturers selling at lower prices 
to one or more retailers who either con- 
ducted a store or stores that justified 
them in buying in larger quantities 
than the smaller retailers, and could 
therefore undersell them. The retailers 
found that they could get but little 
satisfaction from jobber or manufac- 
turer, and set about some way by 
which to save themselves. They hit 
upon this idea of codperative buying, 
and it has proven so successful that 
in this city there is an association 
which has a membership of between 
four and five hundred retailers. 

“The jobbers are, naturally, not in 
favor of such organizations, but the 
manufacturers and retailers are. The 
manufacturer, because he secures a 
better price than through the jobber, 
and at the same time can push his 

and keep up with the times, and 

us do away with the former trouble 
that was experienced by manufacturers 
on account of jobbers pushing’ goods 
bearing their own brands or put up by 
or for them, and passed off on the re- 
taller for just as good. 

“Canned-goods packers have felt this 
more so than many other lines, and 
there is hardly a jobbing house in the 
country that does not either own their 
Own packing house or have goods 
packed for their own label. 

“The jobber, of course, does not allow 
any inferior goods to go out under his 
name or label, and that is where the 
packers get left, for, unless his goods 
@re asked for, the jobber sends his 
Own goods and if asked why, states that 
he thought the best quality was 
wanted. So that in this sense, the 
jobber becomes a manufacturer and 
pushes his own goods to the detriment 
of the manufacturer. The outcome of 
such condition is that the packer goes 
to the retailer direct and solicits his 
trade, showing sample of goods and 
quoting prices that leave both a good 
margin. The retailer is better penned: 
as he knows that he is getting fresh 
— and can count on getting them. 

packer is better off, as he is getting 

a batter price than he formerly did 

from the jobber, and at the same time 

making a demand for his goods, 

which will cause the retailer to handle 
them and likewise the jobber. 

“One of the best evidences of the 
extent to which many manufacturers 
are pushing their goods, is the many 
advertisements appearing in magazines 
and on bill boards, stating that their 
goods are for sale by a dealer, and 
they solicit orders from the retailers 
direct, and in some cases they turn 
the orders over to the jobbers, for 
them to fill, but that is only done to a 
limited extent. 

“While the retailer and the mannu- 
facturer are at present making more 
Man formerly, by this method, we do 
not think it is best for the general in- 
„terests ot business, for every jobber or 
* wholesaler that is driven out of busi- 
mess by these methods, causes that 
much more idle labor or unproductive 
labor to be thrown on the market, and 
therefore reduces consumption. Bust 
ness of all kinds is in a better condi- 
tion when enforced idleness of all kinds 
is not known, and the more people that 
make a living of any line of trade, the 
higher will be the profits.”

“From the appearance here of these 
experts it is assumed, and with a like- 
lihood of sound reason, that the mother 
lode is considered by foreigners to be 
@ fine field for exploitation, the ativan-

GRINDING UP LUMBER. Few peo- 
ple outside of those who are in the 
business realize the enormous consump- 
tion of spruce going on day by day 
in the pulp and paper mills of this 
country. They are grinding up or di- 
gesting into wood pulp, 1,000,000,000 feet 
of spruce tgs each year, or at least 
3,300,000 feet each day. The State of 
Maine spruce forests will not yield an 
average of 3000 feet to the acre, hence 
the pulp mills of the United States 
would consume each day in the y 
the spruce growing on 1100 such acres 
and in 300 days the spruce growing 
on 330,000 acres. The ground wood- 
pulp industry has increased 1058 per 
cent, during the past fifteen years. It 
is plainly an easier matter to find a 
substitute for spruce boards than to 
find a substitute for spruce wood pulp. 
The pulp-grinders apparently have to 
call on the spruce forests.

ONTARIO. 


ONTARIO, Sept. 30.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Albert J. Wallace, a well- 
known and highly-respected citizen of 
Ontario, spoke in the Workmen’s Hall 
last evening on the issues of the cam- 
paign from a Republican standpoint. 
Mr. Wallace made a number of good 
points during h talk. He took up 
some of the arguments advanced by A. 

. Utley when here, and demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of most of the au- 
dience that they were fallacies. Mr. 
Wallace said: “Judge Utley stated that 
if the United States had all the gold in 
the world in circulation it would 
amount to but $58 per capita, and he 
also said he could manage his $58, 
creating the impression that when it 
was spent that would be the end of it: 

Now that was misleading,” said Mr. 
Wallace, from the fact that the money 
would still be in circulation performing 
the offices of money.” He dwelt for a 
few moments on the point raised by 
the free-silverites that wheat, cotton, 
etc., fell in price as the price of silver 
was reduced, and stated that the law 
of supply and demand regulated the 
price of wheat. “We are producing 
one-third as much more wheat today 
as we were in 1872,” said Mr. Wallace, 
“and we produce it at one-half the 
cost. A farmer can make more money 
— wheat in Dakota at 50 cents a 

ushel today than he could, or even can 
now. in the Eastern States at $l a 
bushel. He can live in affluence rais- 
ing wheat at 60 or 70 cents a bushel in 
Dakota and can live comfortably rais- 
ing it at 50 cents a bushel. 

“Mr. Utley said that in 1865 we had a 
per capita circulation of $60, but he dia 
not tell you that it was in depreciated 
greenbacks worth at one time but 35 
cents on the dollar. The per capita at 
that time would be equal to a per cap- 
ita of about $21 of the money we have 
now. The free-silver men say,” said 
Mr. Wallace, that gold has appreciated 
and we have now a 200-cent dollar. If 
that is the case it is a fortunate thing 
for the man who has products or labor 
to sell. If that’s the case, we have to- 
day a circulation of $46 per capita, in- 
stead of $23 as has been stated.” Mr. 
Wallace was listened to attentively 
during the whole address. 


“Capitalists may outlive such ti 
they may either prey on the earnings 
of labor by their cent per cent., or they 
may board. But the laboring man, what 
can he hoard? Preying on nobody, he be- 
comes the prey of all. His property is 
in his hands. His reliance, his funds, 
his productive freehold, his all is 
his labor. Whether he work on his 
own small capital or another’s, his liv- 
ing is still earned by his industry. And 
when the money of the cOuntry becomes 
depreciated and debased, whether it be 
adulterated coin or paper without 
credit, that industry is robbed of its 
reward. He then labors for a coun- 
try whose laws cheat him out of his 
bread.—(Daniel Webster in 1837.

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MISTER MAGUIRE. 


HIS INTERESTING BUT NOT VALUA- 
BLE REMARKS. 


The silver "Wigwam" Crowded with 
"16 to 1% People Who Hark to 
the Congressman from the North, 
A Resume of His Address. 


Congressman Maguire spoke in the 
silver “wigwam” on Broadway last 
evening to a large and, at times, very 
hilarious audience. The meeting was 
intended as a reception to the man 
from the north and he was given a 
warm welcome by the local Demo- 
pops, who were of such heroic mould 
as to stay with Mr. Maguire during 
the entire course of his free-silver 
Speech, which only consumed 124 min- 
utes in the delivery of it. 

Senator White made a preliminary 


address, the same being only intended 


as a sort of “filler” to hold the crowd 
until Mr. Maguire should arrive. The 
Senator spoke for about twenty min- 
utes, devoting the time to a discus- 
sion of the silver“ question. He de- 
clared that the low prices now prevail- 
ing were a result of Republican laws 
and Republican principles. The agri- 
cultural portion of the population 
could not be happy nor prosperous 80 
long as prices did not mount upward. 

Free silver would bring this desidera- 
tum to pass. The national debt is not 
now being paid so fast as it might be 
if a different monetary policy was in 
force. The Constitution of the United 
States does not favor a discrimina- 
tion against any metal. The charge of 
an attempt at repudiation is made by 
the money classes, whose patriotism 
has never been very much in evidence. 

At 8:30 o'clock Congressman Ma- 

ire, a short, solidly-built man, made 
is appearance on the platform, and 

Was greeted with cheers and applause, 
lasting several minutes. Senator 
White at once stopped speaking, and 
after a moment of consultation with 
the chairman of the meeting, intro- 
duced Mr. Maguire as their guest and 
the speaker of the evening. 

Maguire has a strong voice, which 
@wung out and reached the corners 
of the wigwam, so that all heard him 
distinctly. Free silver was his text, 
with the Funding Bill thrown in for 
gtavy and trimmings. His entire 
speech was an attempt to demonstrate 
the feasibility of swinging from a bi- 
metallic to a silver or monometallic 
standard, and although this proposi- 
tion was veiled beneath a mesh of 
wordy arguments, it became the logical 
\imference of every peint which the 
speaker attempted to make. Involved 
im the cataract of words with which 
the voluble man flooded the audience 
were the inevitable demagogic cries 
which have become the slogans of the

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the encroachments of wealth. The 
crime of 73 was an encroachment upon 
the liberties of man and therefore in- 
iquitous. The gold-standard makes 
money scarce and allows wicked and 
designing men to corner it at will. It 
costs us one hundred millions of dollars 
A year to maintain the gold-standard. 
This was Maguire’s gospel. 

Maguire cited the circumstance which 
occurred in 1853, when Southern bank- 
ers and farmers asked of Congress per- 
mission to issue State bank paper, be- 
cause there was not sufficient currency 
in the land with which to do business. 
This state of affairs was due to the 
operation of the gold standard, accord- 
ing to the speaker. The audience, 
which was of average intelligence, ac- 
cepted this statement, but appeared 
dazed and confused, when a few min- 
utes later the patent reversible speaker 
shouted that the gold-standard regime 
commenced in 1873, when silver was 
demonetized, and that in the twenty- 
three years since that event we have 
had thirteen years of industrial depres- 
sion. This statement was intended to 
prove that more than half of the gold- 
standard years had been years of de- 
pression. 

A simple matter of twenty years’ 
time, being the difference between 1853 
and 1873, did not phase a speaker of 
such resources as Congressman Ma- 
guire, and as no one in the audience 
was so impolite as to correct the lo- 
quacious visitor, he was allowed to 
continue abusing the helpless gold 
standard, making it responsible for 
all the troubles which an inscrutable 
providence has seen fit to allow the 
country to labor under. 

The sale of bonds to maintain the 
gold reserve in the treasury was in- 
stanced by the speaker as an example 
of the ill effects which a gold standard 
brings upon the country. The criticism 
which Maguire here made of the ad- 
ministration for its bond sales moved 
a German to shout from the rear: “You 
ought to haf your hed shot off!” to 
= Maguire replied: “But not for 

a 

The flood of foreign silver which 
might come to this country should free 
coinage be the fashion was, in the 
speaker’s opinion, a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished. The silver would 
have to be spent here and we would 
gain by the proceeding. If gold disap- 
peared from circulation silver would 
go to a premium, and we would all 
then be in clover. The statement that 
prices would rise, while wages would 
remain as they were, under a silver 
regime, Maguire declared to be false.

The question of repudiation of exist- 
ing debts was disposed of by the 
speaker by the repeated statement that 
repudiation would be only Incidental 
to the remonetization of silver, and 
not therefore deserving of the attention 
which “gold bugs” were giving it. The 
assertion pleased the crowd, although 
it was not made altogether clear why 
dishonesty was less to be avoided be- 
cause it would only be incidental to a 
22 line of action.

WILIE'Ss DUAL LIFE. 


SUICIDE OF A MAN WHO DESERTED 
HIS WIFE FOR ANOTHER. 


His Mistress Had Deserted Her Hus- 
band in New York—Threatens to 
Kill Herself—A Trivial Quarrel 
the Cause—Scene at the Morgue. 


“I will be buried in the same grave 
with him.” This was the startling 
threat made by a.woman who had but 
a moment before gazed on the lifeless 
form of James Starr Wylie. The wo- 
man was Mrs. Fanny McBride, with 
whom Wylie had been living for the 
last three years although she was the 
wife of another, and Wylie himself 
had a wife who is in this city. Wylie 
killed himself Tuesday night, because 
he had quarreled with his mistress. 

Wylie was 30 years of age and was 
born in New York. From the time he 
was able to remember he had known 
and played with the woman for whom 
he later deserted his wife and children. 
Wylie came to California seventeen 
years ago, and settled in Oakland. 
There he met Miss Hill and they were 
married. Wylie accumulated consider- 
able property and prospered generally 
until a few years ago. Then, it is said, 
he prevailed on the sweetheart of his 
boyhood days, who had become Mrs. 
McBride, to leave her husband and 
come to him. She did so, and was in- 
troduced to Wylie’s wife as his sister. 

Mrs. Wylie soon discovered the true 
relationship of the psuedo sister to her 
husband, and ordered her from the 
house. She then obtained a divorce 
from Wylie and her share of the prop- 
erty, amounting to a goodly sum. 
Later, for the sake of her children, 
she remarried Wylie, but they did not 
live together long because of Wylle's 
fondness for the other woman. 

She again instituted suit for divorce 
from her faithless husband, but was 
prevailed upon to withdraw it. 

Wylie had been living with the Me- 
Bride woman, and two years ago sep- 
arated altogether from his wife and 
devoted all his attentions to the wo- 
man he loved best. Some time ago 
they drifted to Los Angeles. Mrs. Wy- 
lie came also with her brother, Luther 
Hill, and went to housekeeping on Pico 
Heights. 

Wylie had been drinking heavily for 
some time and his property dwindled 
to almost nothing. What remained was 
mortgaged and he had no means. Both 
he and the woman, however, were not 
averse to working, and they sought 
employment at various ranches, she do- 
ing general housework and he work- 
ing as a ranch hand. They worked in 
Pasadena, then on the Newhall ranch, 
and finally came into the city and en- 


gaged apartments at a hotel. Wylie 


had known Mrs. Leonhardt, wife of 
Ed E. Leonhardt, the janitor of the 
Federal building, who resides at No. 
451 South Los Angeles street, for some 
time, and it was but natural that he 
should call on her. He was accompanied 
by his mistress, whom he introduced 
as his wife. Wylie passed generally 
under the name of Thomas Gallagher. 
Finally they went to live at the Leon- 
hardt home. Wylie was very sporty 
and drank a good deal, so much so that 
Leonhardt wanted him to leave. 

Wylie and the McBride woman went 
to Redlands some ago and 
worked on a ranch. 

They returned Tuesday and went 
first to Leonhardt’s. Then they went 
out and engaged a room. They re- 

ed that evening and both began 
drinking. According to Leonh t's 
testimony before the Coroner’s jury, 
Wylie got into a quarrel with the Me- 
Bride woman and told her he would 
kill himself. She did not take heed to 

s threat, as he had made it on simi- 
lar occasions, and 


he asked for some |

money to pay for a night’s lodging. 
She gave him $1.50 and after asking 
her to kiss him, which she refused to 
do, he left the house about 7 o'clock. 
Wylie evidently spent the next four 
hours in various.saloons, as he went to 
the Louise on South Broadway about 
11 o’clock in a béfuddled condition. He 
was accompanied by a man who was 


‘much more intoxicated than he was. 


Wrylie’s companion asked S. F. La Fa- 
vor, the proprietor of the hotel, for a 
room for Wylie, which the latter paid 
for. His companion left and La Favof 
accompanied Wylie to the room, where 
he assisted him to undress and then 
left, after turning out the gas. Wylie 
had left a call for 9 o’clock and at that 
hour La Favor went to call him. He 
knocked on the door, but received no 
response. Another knock was attended 
with the _— result, and then he got 
a step-ladder and climbed over the 
transom, 

Wylie was dead in bed. Near by 
was a half-ounce bottle of morphine, 
from which a quantity had been taken. 
There was also a piece of paper on 
which the words, Fannie, good-by. I 
love thee as a brother“ were scrawled. 

Coroner Campbell was notified and 
the body was removed to Kregelo & 
Bresee’s, where an autopsy was per- 
formed by Dr. Lindley, who found that 
death was due to morphine poisoning, 
Wylie having swallowed. about forty 
grains of the drug. 

An inquest was held at Kregelo & 
Bresee’s at 8 o’clock last evening and 
a heartrending scene ensued. 

S. F. La Favor was the first witness 
called, and he described the occurrences 
of Tuesday night and the finding of the 
body yesterday morning. Dr. Lindley 
them testified as to the result of the 
autopsy. 

Luther Hill, a brother-in-law of the 
deceased, identified the body, and then 
Mrs. Wylie, the lawful wife of the 
suicide, was brought into the room. 
Coroner 8 escorted her to the 
slab on which the body reposed and 
drew the sheet from the face of the 
corpse. 

Mrs. Wylie. gazed for a moment on 
the pale, impassive countenance, and 
then burst into tears. She was led 
away and finally controlled herself 
sufficiently to give her testimony. 

Between sobs she said that she had 
married Wylie about seventeen years 
ago, but had not dived with him for 
over two years, because of his infatua- 
tion for the McBride woman. She ob- 
tained a divorce from him some time 
ago, but had remarried him, and had 
then begun another suit, but had with- 
drawn it. She had not seen him to 
speak to him for over a year. Wylie, she 
said, had prop im Oakland and had 
threatened to end his life if he lost 
means. 

Fanny McBride, who had been zent 
for, was the next witness. She fhad 
been informed of her lover's death only 
a few minutes before and was on the 
verge of hysterics. She sobbed vio- 
lently, and could not speak for .several 
minutes. Then she picked up the note 
left for her by Wylie and eagerly and 
tearfully read it. She then related the 
story of her life with Wylie, @nd said 
that his wife had taken all his prop- 
erty, driven him from business on sev- 
eral occasions and made life miserable 
for him. “She has got all the money 
and I have worked hard all my life,” 
exclaimed the witness. 

Coroner Campbell made some pointed 
inquiries in regard to who would bury 
Wylie, and the witness asked if Mrs. 
Wylie had refused to do so. Upon 
being informed that she had, the wo- 
man exclaimed: “She ought to be struck 
down. I haven't a dollar in this world. 
If there is enough of the property left 
to pay for his burial I will gladly m- 
sign my claims to it. I don’t want 

ve him buried as a pauper.” 
The witness then left the room, and 
while the jury was deliberating over 
the verdict, she talked over the ques- 
tion of burying her paramour, with Mr.
